“ Yefterday there was a meeting of the freen.e: of this ci- 
ty, for the purpofe of choofing five delegates to awend the ad- 
journed Afflembly of Delegates in Dublin, the 2oth of next 
month, for the purpofe Pamaittion a, Parliamentary reform. 
William Lecky, Efq; was unanimoufly appoivted chairman, 
after which the bufinefs was opened in a fenfible’ and pertinent 
manner, by Mr James Archefon. He read three refolutions, 
which contained the whole bufinefs, and then moved the firft 
one, which paffed unanimoufly —it’ was as‘follows: ‘ That 
the prefent reprefentation was a grityance of great magnitude 
and alarming extent.” ’ ; 

“ The fecond refolution was then-‘moved ; ‘but, on the chair- 
man rifing to put the queftion, Dr Fergiffon called che atten® 
tion of the meeting to an objeétionable word in the refolution. 
The tefolution was in fubftance’ ag follows; “ That we will ufe 
every exertion to procure fuch a reform as will deftroy the 
corrupt influence of indfviduals in the Houfe of Commons, and 
reftore to the people their due authority inthat Houfe.” The 
word objected to was “ authority,’” whith Dr. Ferguffon 
faid would be offenfive to the Houfe of Commons, as it im- 
plied a coercive power in the people over théir reprefentatives. 

** Counfellor Scott faid, that he éntirely coincided in idea 
with what had fallen from the gentleman who had fpoken laft ;
